Water! Water! No Water! 

Ever since ilie town has been culled a 
lowri t!ie public have looked to the Springs 
for a ihiilv supply of pure fresh water. The 
Spriii?,'-! havt! (-•oiit=o(iuently be«n considered 
publltTiToporiy. lii 1858, Governor Douglas 
8tnle.l to paiiies wlio vvislied to purchase Ihem 
that they were a public Reserve ; and could 
not be sold. As Governor and Chief Faoiorof 
the Hudson Bay Company, ho was lakon sia 
authority on the iriailer; and the public 
generally never f.ir a inoriitMit supposed 
that what was so rt^aily ami fiaiik an utter- 
ance, should bi-, in u'lnniablf, Snnli 
appears to be the case, however. Trior to 
the sale at anclion of tin' Hudson l?ay Com- 
pany's land in the suburbs of ihe town, it 
was 'K hisjiere l ihat; a prominent moiuber of 
the Council and a Chief iMcior had become 
proprietor of the Springs. By many it wns 
dinioied. Hut last evenins all doubts vyere 
dispelled, by sentinel posted Ihoro to 
prevent any person from carrying away a 
single drop of water! 

In this state of things, is <he who le town 
to be placed at the mercy of a solioiniiifj 
speculator, for every drop of water necessary 
for domellio uses? Is it not en.iUL;li that 
our public landings, our streets, and our 
squares have been sold to private in.livjdu- 
nls, without granlin- away the only water 
privile-o in the vieiniiy of the town ! Shall 
Nve snbniil to a water monopoly, a laDiiopoly 
at variaiiee with the public declarations of 
the Governor .' Wo unhesitatingly say, No. 
The pub he were tauybl to believe that the 
Springs were public property : and they 
Would have been so, beyond conlroversy,had 
the Exeoulivo dune its duty. What it has 
failed to do, the publio must do for 
themselves. Submit lo pay water earriers, 
and submit to pay toll toa water inonop iUst? 
Never. Wo have an ffpiitable ri-lit to the 
Springs. We have had the public declara- 
tion of tlie(!overnor that liiey were re.-ervi.d 
for the use of the town. We have daily 
used the Soring- for tliree years and Iou^'it 
on tho i'aitli of surli dfc-l,itation. 'I'o stilnnit 
llu'reforo t . th,> scurvy trick of f^eliiiiij the 
Sprini^s to a private p-.tiv, would ha' the 
very hei-lil of pu-iUaniniity. 

A deputation .-liould wait on the OovcrDor 
foithwiih. Not to learn hoW he can excuse, 
deriliciioii of duty— we know that well 
enough— but to make the Sprin.;* public 
property, freely accessible to the publio for- 
ever. No half-way measures should be en- 
tertained for a moment. The sole ullinia- 
lum to offer is: The Sprin;:-! mu-t bo jiub- 
lio Springs.
